CHAMPION, SHOOTS SELF 


Ends Life When His Doctor 
Forbids His Taking Part 
in Outdoor Sports. 


WON TITLE SEVEN TIMES 


New York, Dec. 16 (By A. P.). 
Despondent because of ill health and 
the prospect of being a chronic invalid 
after years of outdoor sports life, Will- 
lam Augustus Larned, seven times na- 
tional tennis champion, committed sul- 
cide today. His body, clad in pajamas, 
was found in his room at the Knicker- 
bocker club with a bullet hole through 
the head. He was 54 years old. 

Clubman, all-round sportsman, 
Rough Rider and aviator, Larned ended 
a life which had been until recent 
years rich in colorful activity. Inter- 
nationally famous as a tennis player, 
he was the first of the modern hard 
hitters and volleyers to gain the peak 
of the court game. He also was a crack 
rifle shot, a star hockey player and an 
ardent follower of the fox hounds. 
Rheumatism, developing into partial 
paralysis of his legs, cut short Larned’s 
tennis career in 1911, after he had won 
the national singles title five years in 
succession. 

Although obliged to use a cane in 
walking, he was apparently on the road 
to recovery until a few months ago. A 
relapse resulted in his doctor’s forbid- 
ding him to engage in any outdoor ac-~ 
tivity, even to drive his automobile. 
Dr. Bolling Lee, his physician, said a 
nervous breakdown suffered ‘two years 
ago was a “direct cause of his act.”

New York, Dec. 16 (By A. P.).—A 
$200,000,000 Christmas gift in the form 
of a 40 per cent stock dividend today 
came as a reward to common-stock 
holders of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration after years of waiting to share 
in the company’s huge surplus of more 
than $500,000,000. 

At the same time directors of the 
Crucible Steel Corporation increased the 
annual common dividend from $5 to $6, 
marking the second jump of $1 this 
year, directors of the United States In- 
dustrial Alcohol Co. resumed dividends 
'on the common at the rate of $5 a year, 
|and several smaller companies joined 
the pre-Christmas chorus of well-being 
by continuing or increasing returns to 
stockholders. 

The finance committee and the board 
of directors of the world’s largest steel 
company unanimously approved a pro- 
posal to increase the common stock by 
2,033,210 shares, subject to the ratifica- 
tion of the stockholders at their an- 
nual meeting next April. This action 
represents the capitalization of some 
$200,000,000 of the corporation's sur- 
plus and will mean the distribution to 
shareholders of one of the largest divi- 
dends ever paid by an industrial com- 
pany. 

The market value of the new shares, 
if it could be computed at today’s clos- 
ing price of around $155, would be ap- 
proximately $315,000,000, but the price 
automatically will be reduced when the 
additional stock is issued next spring 
The new stock probably will be traded 
in ona “when issued” basis within the 
next few days. 

Justified, Gary Announces. 

Elbert H. Gary, veteran chairman of 
the steel corporation, in the presence 
of J. P. Morgan, George F. Baker anc 
other directors, made the announce- 
ment of the proposed dividend late this 
afternoon after a day of hectic trading 
in the stock.

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MAIL FLIER IN CRASH;

New Charge in Court Today. 

The conspiracy charge against Fall 
and Sinclair, codefendants, has been 
scheduled by government counsel to 
follow the Fall-Doheny conspiracy case 
and Pomerene and Roberts will appear 
in Justice Jennings Bailey's court, 
criminal division No. 2, this morning, to 
oppose a motion of defense counsel that 
this indictment be quashed. 

Government counsel expect this case 
to come to trial early next year, after 
there hag been time to procure deposi- 
tions from witnesses who are abroad, 
but it is realized that this conspiracy 
case involves a state of facts similar in 
important respects to the facts which 
the government used against Fall and 
Doheny in endeavoring to prove a con- 
spiracy. And the jury which dealt with 
these facts and rendered its verdict yes- 
terday decided there was no conspiracy. 

Albert B. Fall, vindicated in the eyes 
of the law on the charge upon which 
the attention of the nation have been 
focused for more than two years, will 
remain here until the preliminaries of 
the next trial—if there is to be a next 
trial—are -decided. Recipient of con- 
gratulations from all sides, Fall made 
the following statement yesterday: 

“I have repeatedly refrained from 
making any public statement regard- 
ing the charges made before the Sen- 
ate investigating committee in 1923 
until the facts could be submitted to 
a court of justice.

iCites Police Powers Held by 


| Departments of Labor 
and Agriculture. 


Usurpation by the Federal govern- 
ment of the control and powers of ad- 
ministration over State and local mat- 
ters is creating a situation that is be- 
coming more and more detrimental to 
the best interests of the American peo- 
ple, Charles S. Whitman, former gov- 
ernor of New York and president of the 
American Bar association, declared last 
night at the banquet tendered to him 
at the Mayflower hotel by the Bar As- 
sociation of the District of Columbia. 


The former governor spoke with em- 
phasis against efforts of the Federal 
government to create a national bureau 
of education. Education of the chil- 
dren is a matter of particular impor- 
tance to the community and as such 
should be legislated over by the com- 
munity or the State but not by the na- 
tional government, Mr. Whitman de- 
clared. 


The speaker also urged members of 
the American bar to become “zealous 
watchmen” of the civic organizations 
and Federal bureaus which are gradually 
usurping the legally constituted powers 
of the regular authorities. The former 
governor referred particularly to the 
civic organizations having police powers 
such as the associations for the protec- 
tion of animals and children and to 
the Federal bureaus such as the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Depart- 
ment. of Labor. 


Calls Service Unsatisfactory. 


Mr. Whitman declared these organi- 
zations, both civic and national, have 
rendered unsatisfactory service and 
never can be but poor substitutes for 
the regularly constituted authorities. 

Criminal lawyers are looked on with

The real value of a member of the 
bar should be judged not by the fee 
he received nor his classification as- a 
criminal or business lawyer, but by the 
value of his service to the community, 
Mr. Whitman said.

THE COLUMBUS LIGHTHOUSE. 


The first official step in the United States 
toward the erection of an international monu- 
ment to commemorate the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Christopher Columbus was taken a few 
days ago. On December 10 Felix Cordova Da- 
vila, resident commissioner of Porto Rico, in- 
troduced a resolution in the House designed to 
give official sanction to the movement. Pas-

THE BUS TERMINAL. 

As has been anticipated, opposition already 
has developed to a suggested ruling by the 
public utilities commission compelling all 
buses in interstate commerce to make the pri- 
vately operated bus terminal on Little Ninth 
street either their terminal or at least a reg- 
ular stop on both incoming and outgoing trips. 
The terminal has been in operation only a few 
days, and many of the suburban lines are mak- 
ing it a point of call. It has no relationship 
whatsoever to any of the companies, however, 
the owners hoping to gain a return on their 
investment through the newsstand and other 
concessions.

The chief obstacle 
to be overcome is the fact that present trans- 
mission of pictures by radio is too slow to be 
practical for moving pictures. It may be re- 
membered that the first transmission of a pho- 
tograph both by wire and by radio took con- 
siderable time. Now it is claimed that the 
process is being used commercially to transmit 
pictures at the rate of about one every twenty 
minutes. Dr. Alexanderson has succeeded in 
transmitting a complete picture in about two 
minutes, but for moving pictures the process 
must be speeded up to transmit approximately 
40 single likenesses each minute. 

The method to be used to speed up the proc- 
ess hinges on the use of independent 
light sources which converge in a cluster ‘of 
brilliant lights the scene. Mach 
light paints independently a crude picture, but 
when the seven are caused to interlace op- 
tically, they combine to produce a perfect like- 
ness. In this system each light requires an 
independent control, for which purpose seven 
photoelectric cells are located in a cluster at 
the transmitting machine and operate a multi- 
plex radio system with seven channels. The 
Hammond system may be used with seven in- 
termediate carrier waves, which are scrambled 
and sent out by a single transmitter and then 
unscrambled at the receiving station so that 
each one controls one of the seven light beams. 

Radio moving pictures will be a marvelous 
development. When perfected their use will 
enable any one by his own fireside to see and 
hear any event as satisfactorily as though he 
were at the scene. Telephoning to any dis- 
tance may be accompanied by a living replica 
of the person at the other end speaking into 
his instrument. What will be the next step 
after television is perfected? f
